While the money of account was 
for each colony a Colonial pound, 
the actual money in circulation was 
a varied collection of coins of Eng- 
lish. French. Portuguese and Span- 
ish origin. The Spanish dollar was 
the most widely known and circu- 
lated, and it thus became the term 
by which the currencies of the Col- 
onies were most readily compared. 
The Spanish dollar was common to 
all the Colonies, and it wns the 
term in which later the common ob- 
ligations were expressed by the 
Continental congress, and thus be- 
came the basis of our national 
coinage.

Whooping cough is one of the old- 


est known of child diseases, yet 
there are no certain treatments or 
preventives known.

parents have the wrong idea about 
whooping cough. 
They regard It 


as a child disease that every child 
must have, and take little trouble 
to guard their children against ex- 
posure, regardless of age. But that 
Is what makes the death rate from 
whooping cough greater than that 
from scarlet fever, measles and in- 
fantile paralysis combined. 
It has 


been 
estimate^ 
that 
whooping 


cough is twenty times as fatal for 
children under five years of age as 
for those beyond that age. Thus 
approximately 95 per cent of the 
deaths from this disease occur in 
the pre-school age group. 
In time 


of epidemics or even In isolated 
cases, the American Public Health 
association advises parents to keep 
children, particularly those of pre- 
school age. away from all unneces- 
sary neighborhood contacts. If the 
older children get the disease Iso- 
late them until several days after 
the whooping ceases.—Pathfinder 
Magazine.

Glider Flying Is Newest 


Thrilling Sport in Air 


By Caleb Johnson 


Flying without an engine is the 


newest and perhaps the most impor- 
'.ant development in aviation. 
, 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh's inter- 


est in the glider plane, in the use of 
vhich both he and his young wife 
lave become expert, has attracted 
the attention of the whole world to 
,ho possibility that we may all fly 
safely, as the big birds fly. 


The glider is in effect an airplane 


without an engine. It is very much 
impler than an airplane, both in co.n- 
structio'n and operation. It costs very 
ittle and anyone can loarn to oper- 
ate it in a very short time. It can- 
not fly as fast as an airplane, to be^ 
sure, but on the other hand, it does" 
not land at such a high speed. 
Authorities say that it is almost im- 
jossible to "crash" a glider with 
sufficient force to injure the pilot.

Because the glider is cheap to build 


and easy to fly, we may look forward 
;p seeing tens of thousands of ad- 
venturous boys soaring like birds, all 
over the United States, within a year 
or two. They will be having a won- 
derful time, and at the same time 
they will be mastering the rudiments 
of aviation in a way which will 
enable them to qualify as airplane 
pilots with' comparative ease. All 
they will have to learn will be the 
operation of the engine. 


How can a glider fly without an 


engine? 


The same way the soaring birds 


fly- 


A few years ago, out on the gulf 


of Mexico in a fishing boat, I got my 
first sight of the largest of all North 
American birds in flight. Those are 
the frigate birds which, with bodies 
no larger than a good-sized hen, have 
wings which spread twelve feet or 
more from tip to tip. 


I watched these birds for hours, 


lying on my 'back in the cockpit of 
the boat and observing them thru 
powerful field glasses. In all of my 
observations 'I . did not see a single 
one of thorn flap its wings. They 
were not flying, in the, sense we 
usually mean when we speak of a 
crow or a humming-bird flying, they 
were soaring exactly as Lindbergh's 
glider soars.

the bird thru the air was altered bj 
this sort of steering. To change it 
course, a frigate-bird would depress 
one wing a few degrees and life the 
other at the same time.- That man 
euver would make it circle in a long 
graceful curve. 


It was mysterious, at first, to se< 


these big birds floating aloft hours 
on end without apparent effort anc 
with no means of support. It was 
even more mysterious when the fish 
crmen told me that the same birds 
would float there for weeks at a .time 
without ever going to land. When 
they were hungry, they would dive 
from perhaps a quarter of a mile 
high, seize some unlucky -fish which 
was too near the surface for its own 
safety, and rise again without more 
than one or two flaps of their wings 
And the fishermen told me the fri 
gate-bird never does that in a calm 
only when there is a good breeze 
blowing on the surface of the sea 
and it always heads into the wine 
as it swoops down. 


What keeps the frigate-bird in th 


air is the vertical air Currents which

ise from the warm waters of the 
fulf. There is always an upward 
urrent of warm air, always a down- 
•ard current of cold air. By keeping 
n these currents the birds can rise 
r drop at will, and as there is al- 
ways some height at which a hori- 
ontal current, a breeze, can be 
ound, the bird simply rises on a 
warm current or drops on a cool cur- 
ent until it strikes tfte wind which 
s blowing in the direction it wants 
o go. 


And that is all there is to gliding 


a glider. 


The air currents kedp it in the air. 


What the operator has to learn is 
LOW to steer the glider into the enr- 
oot of which he desires to take ad- 
antage. 
There are always upward currents 


an the windward side of a hill. That 
s one reason why eagles and other 
oaring land birds live in mountain 
egions. There are vertical, currents 
iver any level ground that is exposed 
,o the sun. In fact, there are very 
few places where there are not verti- 
ual currents. In dead calm, however, 
theoglider is at a disadvantage. It 
,akes a horizontal current to get the 
machine into the air and to keep it 
;here for any length of time. 


The development of the glider is a 


eturn to the very first efforts of man 
to fly. For years after the first suc- 
cessful flight, attention was centered 
chiefly on the engines. You can fly 
rour diningroom table if you have 
in engine powerful enough. In the 
war, high speed and agility in the air 
were necessary and the most power- 
:ul engines were none too powerful. 
Since the war more attention has 
}een given to the design of the plane 
tself until a wing-type was develop- 
;d which has great inherent lifting 
power, and will rise and float on the 
lightest of wind currents. 


Like the frigate-bird, the glider 
as an enormous wing spread in pro- 
portion to its body. Lindy's glider 
is 60 feet from tip to tip, and would 
ae overloaded with more than one 
passenger. 
And like the soaring 


)irds, which are, so to speak, '' under- 
engined,'' the glider has some. diffi- 
culty in getting off the ground. Any- 
one who has ever seen a turkey-buz- 
zard trying to rise from the ground 
knows how difficult it is. One reason 
the great soaring birds nest in tall 
trees or on high cliffs is so that they 
can launch thefSsolves downward and 
utilize the force of gravity to get 
up flying speed. 
r . 


Where there is no-hill from which 


to launch a glider it must be cata- 
pulted into the air. Most American 
glider enthusiasts use an. elastic rope 
which',is pulled by a few friendly 
hands until it Is well stretched. Then 
the rope holding the tail of the glider 
is' cut or cast off and the machine 
rises into the wind. 


Once in the air, 'the speed of the 


glider horizontally depends entirely 
upon the wind speed. By maneuver 
ing the machine up or down the ex- 
perienced glider can often find wind 
currents which will carry him in any 
direction in which he may wish to 
fly. There are but two controls to 
learn, the horizontal rudder and the 
vertical rudder. There is but one 
precaution which the operator has to 
take, That is, not to rise at too sharp 
an angle against the wind, which 
might turn his machine over on its 
back, as a motorcycle sometimes 
turns 'over backward in climbing a 
steep grade. 


In any other position, Col. Lind- 


bergh and other glider experts say, 
the glider is safe as any other form 
of transportation, much safer than 
an automobile on the highway. It is 
impossible for. it to land at a speed 
high enough to crash, and it will stop 
within fifteen feet a^ter touching the 
ground. The shape of the wing in- 
sures a horizontal landing.

I know 
that the world has had its narcotic problem for ages; the 
opium fields of Asia have been active in producing "living 
dead" men and women. Dope smugglers are coursing the 
seas everywhere; the profits are fabulous—the demand un- 
ceasing. The League of Nations is the hope of the world at 
large; education in the home is the hope of our own people. 


I have seen a morphin addict take enough of the drug in 


one day to kill sixteen men! The opium habit will invariably 
make a liar and a thief of an honest man or woman. I could 
fill a book with experiences in dealing with the devilish cun- 
ning of "dope fiends." 


Morphinism towers above alcoholism a? a demoralizer, 


as Pike's Peak towers above the low foothill. I do not believe 
I have ever known a confirmed opium addict to be cured of 
the habit—a mighty good reason for avoiding the first dose 
as you would shun a viper. 


Lhave seen young men waste a comfortable fortune on 


the seductive narcotic, land in jail, forfeit the respect and 
good-will of both relatives and friends, and for themselves, 
reap the intolerable suffering that invariably goes with failure 
to secure an increasing supply of the drug. 


For myself, as a physician, I have never given a dose of 


one of these dangerous things, without acquainting all con- 
cerned as to what I did—and warning them that repetition 
brings a deadly habit. The Harrison narcotic law is one of 
the finest on our federal statute books. I believe it is being 
enforced as far as brave and discerning officers can enforce; 
but the cunning of the silent victim, is unscruplous — uncanny. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty!

Predicting a bright future for the 


citrus industry thru increased con- 
sumer demand and widening export 
markets, W. E. Sprott, first vice-pres- 
deiit of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, and acting president dur- 
ing the abence of C. C. Tcague on the 
'ederal farm board, recently gave an 
ntcresting address before the Porter- 
•ille chamber of commerce. 


Mr. Sprott, a pioneer in the Cali- 


'ornia citrus industry is also mana- 
ger of the Tulare county citrus ex- 
jhange, the Sunkist district exchange 
nt Portervillc. He has devoted much 
of his life to the study of bettering 
citrus marketing conditions. Greater 
support of the exchange cooperative 
organization was urged by Mr. Sprott 
n his talk. 


"Cooperative marketng is one of 


;he cornerstones of -California pros- 
jcrity and our basic agricultural in- 
lustries largely depend on it for cx- 
stence and maintenance of land 
values," said he. 


"Standardization is the first prin- 


iplo of successful marketing. Stand- 
ardization at its best in the large co- 
operative organization. It means hon 
est pack, uniform grade and depend 
able merchandise. This is one of the 
things that has given the west its 
leadership in this industry. 


"Next to standardization comes 


intelligent distribution. The market 
rice of any commodity depends upon 
the relation of supply to demand 
and intelligent distribution pre-sup 
poses an accurate knowledge of sup 
ply and probable demand. Intelli 
gent distribution is impossible excep 
under centralized control. 
'' "Proba'bly' the; greatest asSeV'o 
the California Fruit Growers Ex 
change is its greaV'intelligenee sys 
tern, or wire market news service 
thru which it receives promptly ant 
accurately thru its own represents, 
tives, vital information on the condi 
tions of supply and demand in th 
key markets thruout the country. On 
this informaton, intelligent distribu 
tion of the crop is based. 


"The 
full effectiveness of this 


system is handicapped to the oxten 
that other distributing factors acting 
on incomplete information, and with 
out the knowledge of what the other 
is doing, frequently upsets the deli 
cate balance between supply and de 
maud, which demoralizes the market 


"Cooperative effort can also affect 


the factor of demand. For 22 years 
the exchange has followed a program 
of educational national advertising 
Since 1910 the orange supply has in 
creased 100 per cent, and these in 
creases have been obsorbed thru in 
creased demand at hghcr price levels 
The American public consumed S.G'i 
dozen oranges per capita last season 
compared with 4.34 dozen in the pro 
vious bumper year of 1926-27.

These are the latest sugestions of 
astronomers. A committee of the 


larnegie Institution, in Washington, 
reports that the apparent silvery 
whiteness of moonlight Is due to 
contrast with the darkened sky. 
The actual color of the moon, they 
believe, is 
the 
dull brown of 


weathered rocks. This suggests that 
surface of the satellite may have 
been weathered by oxidation at 
some previous time, although the 
moon Is known to have no atmos- 
phere now. 


Mars, according to E. J. Gounod 


of the Amateur Astronomers' associa- 
tion, may be covered with green 
vegetation like the earth. The rea- 
son it appears red, he says, is that 
the light rays have to pass through 
tbe atmosphere of both Mars and 
the earth before they reach our 
eyes. These atmospheres filter out 
the blue and green rays but allow 
the red rays to pass. The three 
reasons most often given for the 
red color of Mars are that the 
planet Is "rusty" with iron rust, 
trfat Its soil and rocks are red or 
that It Is red vegetation.

OVINA ARGUS PUBLISHING COM- 
PANY business volume has always been 


a fairly accurate barometer of the general con- 
dition of business in Covina city and valley. 


With the exception of the 191-3-14 freeze, 


a year when the Argus shop did a remarkable 
business all out of proportion to local condi- 
tions, the Argus printing and publishing busi- 
ness has followed the ups and downs of the 
citrus and walnut industry—-poor when those 
returns were poor and good when the ranch- 
ers were prosperous. 


It is not at all out of line, we believe, to 


point out, as modestly as we may, that busi- 
ness is good^vith the Argus this year. No firm 
is ever satisfied, but there isn't any real cause 
to complain this year about business volume, 
so far as this publishing house is concerned. 


This sixteen-page, seven-column, twenty- 


inch-deep newspaper which you have in your 
hand, may not seem large in comparison with 
large-town publications, but in fact, it is the 
largest regular edition of the Argus that has 
been issued up until this time, and is indica- 
tive of expanding patronage by advertisers, 
and a growing mercantile trade in the Covina 
area.

THE COVINA ARGUS, that comes to 


your home weekly, is growing in circulation, a 
few additional each week, in that same con- 
servative and substantial manner in which the 
city and valley is growing. The home publish- 
ing house, established in Covina almost forty 
years ago, has grown steadily with the need. 


The cooperation of the subscriber is highly 


valued. We try to serve and to reflect the 
sentiment and the trend of the community. 
There are many newspapers that are larger. 
There are very few that exercise as much cau- 
tion and concern in behalf of its patrons. 


And we might emphasize the fact that our 


policy is that of kindly and helpful dissem- 
ination of the actual news of city and valley. 
We see no good reason for attempting to tear 
down what someone may have labored hard 
to build; we have no use for character assas- 
sination or intemperate assault thru the col- 
umns of the newspaper.

Walnut Growers 
Increase Number 


in Association 


According to A. W. Christie, field 


manager of the California Walnut 
Growers' association, only certain 
class^b are eligible to membership in 
that organization and its affiliated 
local associations this year. 


The period during which new mem- 


bers may be admitted is from 'Janu- 
ary 1 to August 1, and the growers 
eligible to membership are as fol- 
lows: 


New owners: Persons who have 


acquired a walnut grove since July 
31, 1929, and who do not own non- 
association groves. 


New 
bearing acreage: 
Persons 


owning groves that wqre not in 
commercial bearing in 1929. 


Transfers: 
Persons 
purchasing 


groves from growers who were al- 
ready members. 


Independent growers who do not 


qualify in one of the above classes 
cannot be admitted to membership 
until 1931, during which year mem- 
bership will be open to all. 


The membership of the association 


last fall totaled 5711, as compared 
with 5093 the year before, a net in- 
crease of over 600 members in one 
year. 


The number of withdrawals receiv- 


ed during the annual withdrawal 
period which ended March 1 was not 
only very small, but was confined al- 
most exclusively to growers who had 
sold their groves or removed 'their 
walnut trees. 


On the other hand, over 100 mem- 


bership applications have already 
been received this year. 


"-TKghlr crop- and good- prieea -create -a 


desire for outside fruit. One reason 
prices are so attractive this year is 
because of the large crop and low 
prices last year, establishing a fol- 
lowing and getting people in the 
habit of using oranges. 


Other products, such as tomato 


juice and sauerkraut, are attempting 
to compete with oranges. Grapefruit 
is also directly competitive and in 
America, and in foreign countries 
citrus acerage is rapidly increasing. 


Advertising ,and cooperation is the 


answer to the 'attacks on the orange 
market, Mr. King declared, explain- 
ing that in 20 years the exchange 
has spent $15,000,000 in advertising 
and dealer service. This sum haa cost 
during the period for each acre of 
citrus fruit only $20, he said. 


Competition in the future will be 


more keen than in the past, the 
speaker pictured, and ue appealed for 
greater cooperation. 


Without cooperation in the past 


the California citrus industry would 
be no further advanced than some 
other agriculture items, according to 
the speaker. 


A year ago consumers were paying 


on an average of 27% cents a dozen 
for oranges and during 1929 the Ex- 
change sold 14,000,000 dozen. This 
year the average is 75 cents a dozen 
and approximately 5,500,000 dozen 
will be sold.

Shows Gain in 


Year's Visitors 


According to the report, a total of 


240,713 persons visited Big Pinea 
during 1929. This is an increase of 
42,762 over the year previous, and a. 
gain.of 22 per cent. 


The adoption two years ago by the 


park management of dally programs 
for both winter and summer seasons, 
are declared by Wadsworth to bo 
the outstanding reasons for the in- 
creased popularity of the park. He 
pointed out that during the recent 
winter sports season, or since Janu- 
ary 1st, nearly 150,000 persons had 
visited Big Pines.

To carry the figures a little 
further, each automobile used a min- 
imum of 10 gallons of gasoline, or 
075,150 gallons. At twenty cents per 
gallon the combined crowd spent 
$135.030 for gas. At twenty-five dol- 
lars .per tire, the rubber consumed to- 
taled _j{;14,175. The combined expen- 
ditures, then, of visitors for tires 
and gasoline reaches the sizeable 
sum of $149,205.

Palm Sunday— 


The coming Sunday is Palm Sunday, commemorating the 


triumphal entry of The Redeemer into Jerusalem, the climax 
of His work of evangelization on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean sea. 


Palm Sunday is a day of rejoicing, of high hope. It is 


followed by a week which contains both the depths and the 
extreme heights of religious emotion. Good Friday is set 
aside to commemorate Christ's death on the Cross. The three 
days following are the days Christ spent in the tomb, and 
Easter Sunday marks His emergence and triumph over death. 


These celebrations are beautiful, and teach a lesson that 


has gripped the minds of the people of the world for two 
thousand years. In Covina we find the same climatic condi- 
tions existing at this date that prevailed on those far Medi- 
terranean shores, for we are in a semi-tropic land—the land 
of the palm, the olive, the orange, and where the out-of-doors 
is at the heighth of the blossoming period at Easter, the fes- 
tival of the coming-to-life of the spirit, and the year. 


Will It Help the Farmers?— 


The United States senate has at last agreed upon a tariff 


bill. It has yet to be accepted by the House of representa- 
tives, and there may be a long battle in the conference com- 
mittee of the two houses. But the outlook is that the tariff 
question will be settled, for a few years to come, within a 
few weeks. 


That in itself is good news. There is no question that the 


delay in fixing tariff rates has held many manufacturers back 
from proceeding to "business as usual." So long as nobody 
knew how far any particular industry might be exposed to 
foreign competition, capital has'naturally been timid about 
investing in it. 


The evident purpose of the senate in raising rates gener- 


ally to the highest levels- in history is to keep the American 
market for American industry and agriculture. How far it 
will succeed Bin doing this is another question, which only 
time can answer. And how far it will prove a boon to the 
farmer to have foreign competition eliminated is a question 
which all the argument in the world will not answer. 


The large farmers growing stale crops probably will get 


better prices for their products, on the average. Whether 
those increased receipts will be eaten up by higher prices 
they must pay for what they buy with their incomes remains 
to be seen. That it will make very much difference one way 
or the other to the general run of small farmers is much to 
be doubted. 


Ground for Encouragement— 


The first detailed report of the National Business Survey 


conference appointed last fall by President Hoover is encour- 
aging to everybody except chronic-pessimists and those who 
for personal or political reasons would like to make conditions 
appear worse than they are. 


In many lines of industry, Chairman Barnes reports, condi- 


tions are actually better than they were a year ago. In the 
few where they are not so good, the difference between this 
period of 1930 and the corresponding period of 1929 is very 
small, and is diminishing. 


Credit is getting easier everywhere. A third more long- 


term bonds have been marketed this winter than last year. 
Bank rates are steadily declining. Savings bank deposits are 
increasing in the east. Life insurance companies wrote three 
per cent more business in February than one year earlier, thus 
justifying the estimate of increased investment reserves in 
their hands. Building and loan associations report increased 
deposits. More farm loans are being made, but there is a 
marked falling off in foreclosures and delinquencies. Install- 
ment sales are up to last year's and payments are being kept 
up. Public utilities have begun a program of new construc- 
tion which will run about $400,000,000 more than 1929. Con- 
struction work, except in residential building, is much ahead 
of last year. Road building contracts let in January and Feb- 
ruary are eighty-two per cent over 1929. New building con- 
tracts in the second week in March were the highest in eight 
weeks, and are expected to increase as mortgage money be- 
comes more freely available. Railroads have orders out for 
more rails, more locomotives and almost as many new cars 
as last year, and railroad pay rolls for February were higher 
than in February, 1929. The commitments of the railroads 
call for spending §140,000,000 more in the first six months 
of this year than in the first half of last year. Electric rail- 
ways are spending $44,000,000 more for the year. Shipyards 
are active, employing 28 per cent more men in February than 
in February a year ago, and 10 per cent more than in Novem- 
ber, 


Telephone expenditures for the year will run $66,000,000 


above 1929. More radio sets were sold since New Year's than 
a year ago. Electric light and power companies are carrying 
out their promise to spend $65,000,000 more this year than 
last. Iron and steel output is increasing. Automobile produc- 
tion is proceeding at rate to build 4,600,000 cars this year, with 
payrolls in the industry for February 25 per cent higher than 
January and 28 per cent above December. Farm implements 
business is about five per cent off. Textiles are from four to 
17 per cent below normal for the season. Book and job print- 
ing was two per cent greater than last year and newspaper 
production three per cent higher in February. 


Those are not generalizations or guesses. They are specific 


facts. They are something to show to the grumbler who de- 
clares that things are getting worse instead of better. As a 
matter of cold fact, this country has never before experienced 
so wide-spread a depression from which recovery began so 
quickly. It started in the east, and recovery is coming first 
in the east, but the reestabiishment of the high level of indus- 
trial and commercial activity and general prosperity which 
we were enjoying a year ago is bound to overtake the wave 
of depression everywhere before the summer is over, unless 
all signs fail.

GOVERNMENT BY FACTS 


By Frank Parker Stoe.kbridge

Washington, D. 0., April 10,-—I 


came to Washington to sec President 
Hoover. He had just completed ,his 
first year in that office. I wanted to 
ask him personally what he believed 
he had accomplished in that year, 
what he hopes or expects to accom- 
plish, in his remaining years at the 
head of the government. 


The president was frankness itself. 


In the conrse of a conversation which 
stretched on toward two hours, he 
answered my every,, question with 
such fullness and such nreeision of 
detail that one of my unasked ques- 
tions answered itself. ';. 
. That question was: "Does Presi- 
dent Hoover realize what he is up 
against?'' 


And the answer is: "He does." 
Since the United States became a 


nation we have had just two busi- 
ness men in the president's chair. 
One of them was George Washington. 
The other is Herbert Hoover. 


George Washington had won finan- 


cial independence in business before 
he became president. Herbert Hoover 
started on his own with nothing and 
from a large professional income was 
independently wealthy at forty. He 
got his independence out' of the 
ground, \as George Washington did; 
Washington as a farmer and dealer 
in land, Hoover as a miner. 


And, 
like 
George 
Washington 


again, Herbert Hoover is an engin- 
eer. 


In our time it is. a new experience 


to have at the head of the nation a 
man trained in the operation of great 
enterprises, accustomed to the man- 
agement of men and money on a 
large scale. 


One does not have to agree with 


Mr. Hoover's point of view nor in- 
dorse the policies of his party, to 
recognize .his ability or even to con- 
cede his greatness in the sphere of 
his life'* work. And that sphere is 
that of the administrative engineer. 


It was apparent that such a man 


must have a different appoaeh to the 
problems of administration than that 
of the politicians who have previous- 
ly filled the presidential office. Man- 
aging the affairs of 120,000,000 of 
the richest and most prosperous peo- 
ple in the world might not seem 
so. much different, to him, from man- 
aging the affairs of a big corporation. 


I wanted to find out. We have 


been talking so much, in Am'orica, 
about a "business government, 
that I was curious to. discover 
whether a man with a practical, busi 
ness point of view could get away 
with it 'in reality. 


There has been a lot of loose talk 


to the effect that the president, be 
cause he has never been a politician 
is being bamboozled, hornswoggled, 
befuddled and otherwise fooled by 
the political gentry who inhabit 
Capitol Hill. Don't you believe it. 
Herbert Hoover not only knows what 
is. going on, but why, and who is 
behind it. 
And he knows, better 


than some of them do themselves, 
just which senators are going to 
come back to Washington and which 
are going to be slipped gently into 
poltical oblivion. 


Nobody quotes the president un- 


less he has personally prepared the 
statement for publication. No news- 
paper man who hopes to have an- 
other chance to talk to him writes 
what the president says to him in 
confidence. But you can stick a pin 
in this: 


President Hoover is no political 


amateur. 


He does not play politics with a 


brass band or a big' stick. There is 
nothing of the playactor about him. 
The arts of the politician which ap- 
peal to the emotions are totally for- 
eign to his nature. It is impossible 
to imagine him posing for dramatic 
effect or engaging in verbal denun- 
ciation of his political opponents. 
But the man who organized and ad- 
ministered the Belgian relief and 
made Germany like it, who ran our 
own food administration and per- 
suaded us that sawdust was good to 
eat, who as chairman of the Supreme 
Economic council which absolutely 
ruled all Europe during the eight 
months between the armistice and 
the signing of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, figuratively as well as liter- 
ally had the nations of the world 
eating out of his hand, who as sec- 
retary of commerce, for seven years 
old the business and industrial lead- 
ers of America where they got off 
and made them like it—and him— 
must of necessity be master of the 
supreme art of the politician, the art 
of understanding people and making 
;hem want to do what he wants them 
;o do. And this is a subtler and high- 
er type of politics and in the long 
run more effective and more endur- 
ing in its results, than more than one 
or two men have ever brot to the 
White House. 


Herbert Hoover approaches the 


problems involved in running the 
jovernment of the United States ex- 
actly as the president of a great 
business corporation approaches his 
own business problems. And that is 


is particularly true when that board 
of directors—or congress—has been 
in the habit of running things by 
guess-work, sentiment and emotion. 


That is President Hoover's hard- 


est jab. He deals in facts. The truth 
which the assembled fact? reveal is 
the only truth he recognizes. His 
job, as he sees it, is to get all the 
facts about every phase of the gov- 
ernment, then to convince, persuade 
or otherwise impress upon congress, 
the politicians and the people that 
these are the facts and that they 
point to only one sane and sound 
solution of the problem in hand. 


To do that takes sskilful team 


work.. Don't run away with the idea 
that Mr. Hoover has any quarrel 
with congress. He is cooperating 
with congress. That is team work, 
but Herbert Hoover is driving the 
team. 


And so far as his hands are not 


tied by legislative restrictions, he 
goes ahead on his own initiative— 
after first finding out all the facts— 
just as the president of the Western 
Union or the Steel corporation does. 


The impression one gets upon enter- 


ing the presidential offices, in the 
ugly old structure known as the 
state, war and navy building, across 
the street from the White House, is 
precisely that of the executive 'offices 
of a^ big corporation. In the old 
White House offices, in the wing 
which recently burned, there was a 
different atmosphere under previous 
presidents. Anterooms were usually 
crowded with politicians seeking fa- 
vors, or with tourists hoping for a 
chance to shake hands with the presi- 
dent. The general effect was social 
and political and not that of busi- 
ness. President Hoover's office might 
be that of any big business man, ex- 
cept that most big business men's 
offices are more elaborately furnish- 
ed and decorated. 


Behind a big desk on the window 


side of the big room the president 
its in a big swivel chair. As he rises 
;o greet his visitor one sees that he 
s a big man. Six feet exactly, broad 


vestigation for every legislative and 
administrative proposal. 


Mr. Hoover has gathered some in- 


teresting facts about tho growth of 
the president's job. When the fed- 
eral government moved to Washing- 
ton in John Adam 'a administration, 
congress and all its attaches num- 
bered 250 persons, and the president, 
to execute all of the laws then on the 
books, had a, staff of 125. Today 
there are 3,000 persons on Capitol 
Hill, but the executive departments, 
not counting tho army and navy, c:n- 
ploy 650,000 persons to administer 
the laws which congress has instruct- 
ed the president to enforce. Twenty 
times as many people, in proportion 
to population, are needed today to \ 
enforce the laws now on the statute 
books, as in J efferson 's day. Seme 
of that is due, of course, to the 
growth of the nation. President Jef- 
ferson's administration granted only 
a dozen or so patents; today we 
grant 175,000 patents a year. But a 
lot of the burden upon the president 
and upon the taxpayers is due to 
the huge grist of laws which have 
only sentimental reasons for having 
been enacted. 


One of the serious faults in our 


govcrnmnetal system is the habit of 
legislation by emotion. 


To illustrate: somebody had the 


emotional idea that it would be nice 
for the government to provide free 
medical attendance and hospitaliza- 
tion for every veteran of any war, 
so long as he might live and regard- 
less of the cause of his illness or dis- 
ability. We are already taking care 
of every veteran whose disability 
can be in any degree traced to his 
military service. But this new pro- 
ject would make it incumbent upon 
Uncle Sam to take care of every 
ease of senile dementia, hardening 
of the arteries, pneumonia, smallpox, 
ingrowing toenails or any other ail- 
ment which might attack any man 
who had ever worn a uniform, no 
matter if he had been in perfect 
health for fifty years after his mili- 
tary service. 


President Hoover quietly ap oint- 


ed a commission of physicians and 
actuaries. They started with the 
known facts of the present number 
of veterans, their probable average 
longevity and the probable incidence 
of disease or disability among them, 
and the present cost of hospitaliza- 
tion per patient per day. When they 
got all of those facts tabulated and 
•rejected it figured out that the 
chome, over which it was extremely 
asy to sentimentalize, would cost 
he taxpayers of the United States 
omewhat more than six billion dol-

the method of the engineer. 


Engineers deal in facts. 
They 


don't build bridges by guesswork or 
dig tunnels with the emotions or 
erect skyscrapers by sentiment. It 
is an old saying among engineers, to 
which the president himself called 
my attention, that if one can get all 
the facts, and be sure that he has all 
the facts, : about any engineering 
problem, and arranges them in their 
proper perspective, then tho one cor- 
rect solution becomes apparent to 
everybody. 


That is true, as far as it .goes. 


But it takes another kind of ability 
to convince other people—a board of 
directors, say, or the congress of the 
United .States—that the facts are 
facts and therefore that the solution 
offered musit be the right one. This 


of shoulder, deep of chest, he weighs 
around 185 pounds, and mighty little 
of that is fat. In his pictures he 
jives the impression of being a bit 
soft. But that round face isn't fat. 
fhe bony structure behind it is broad 
from cheek-bone to cheek-bone, from 
the angle of one jaw to that of the 
other. He is in good -training—not as 
an athlete going into a contest bul 
the sort of good training in whicl 
intelligent business men try to keep 
themselves. 


_ Over the radio one gets the impres 
sion.. that the president's voice i 
rather high-pitched, almost a tenor. 
In conversation that impression van- 
ishes. It is not a vibrant voice, it 
lacks the resonance which makes for 
oratorical effect. But it is a baritone 
rather than a tonor, with the deeper 
tones predominating in conversation. 


The president's clear, blue eyes are 


fixed upon his visitor as he talks. 
They are deep-set eyes, the bony 
pent-hause of the forehead projecting 
considerably above the long' upper 
eyelids. 
And 
the 
forehead goes 


straight up from the eyebrows, a 
long way up before it curves back- 
ward abruptly where the sandy hair 
begins. There is no sign of thinning 
over the dome of Mr. Hoover's head, 
but a little patch of gray is discern-, 
ible on each temple. 


His manner is dignified and easy 


without being genial. One tries to 
imagine him slapping anybody on the 
back, or anyone outside of his most 
particular intimate personal friends 
and family calling him by his first 
name. It is too much a strain on 
the imagination. It can't be done. 
Yet there is no impression of cold- 
ness. The impression is rather that 
he has his emotions under perfect 
control, and that in dealing with and 
discussing them in the light of rea- 
son applied to facts and not as mat- 
ters to grow excited about. It is not 
hard to imagine him becoming angry, 
but it is impossible to imagine him 
'' bawling out'' anyone or giving any 
outward sign of loss of temper. • 


Mr. Hoover, we are told, is sensi- 


tive to criticism. I would put it dif- 
ferently. Dealing all his life in facts, 
he cannot tolerate lies. Remember 
that he is a Quaker, and the mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends have 
as one of their guiding rules of life 
the admonition of St. .Tames: "Let 
your yea be yea and your nay, nay." 


Mr. Hoover is sensitive to misrep- 


resentations. It makes his writhe 
to be lied about. But honest, friend- 
ly, constructive criticism he wel- 
comes, when it comes from sources 
he believes to be sincere. My esti- 
mate of him in that respect is con- 
firmed by men who are closest to him, 


He swings back in his swivel chair, 


thrusts one hand into his trousers 
pocket and answers his visitor's 
questions without the slightest hesi- 
tation and with a degree of detail 
that is surprising. One gets the im- 
pression of a mind which functions 
like a well-oiled machine, silently, 
swiftly, and with perfect accuracy. 
He has the facts there in his head, 
about details of government and ad- 
ministration which most presidents 
would have had to refer to an assis- 
tant secretary of some department. 


We talk about facts and their im- 


portance. The president has appoint- 
ed a dozen or more commissions of 
experts for the purpose of finding 


ars at the lowest possible computa- 
lon. And that was that, so far as 
that particular piece of legislation 
was concerned. 


Mr. Hoover believes that only by 


inding out all the facts and shaping 
the government's course by them 
can governmental expenses be reduc- 
ed and the burden on the taxpayers 
relieved. At the same rate of pro- 
gression at which federal expenses 
and personnel have grown in the pas 
100 years, at the end of another cen 
tury everybody in the United State 
would be on the government payrol

In his home city of El Dorado, 


Arkansas, Bodenhamer is regarded 
as one of the city's most useful citi- 
zons. Always a loader in all civic

mation of El Dorado in the last eight 
years from an oil boom town of 3,800 
population to a thriving municipal- 
ity of some ,'iO,000. He gave his best 
efforts to the development of the city 
and as a token of the high esteem 
in which he is hold by his follow 
townsmen, and in appreciation of his 
unselfish, service to tlie community, 
ho was awarded the citizenship cup 
for 19'2S, thereby being designated 
as the most useful citizen for that 
yen r. 


Advances Bapidly 


Bodonhamer 's advancement in tho 


Legion closely parallels his rapid 
promotion in the army during the 
war. He entered the service as a pri- 
vate and was discharged two years 
later as a major of infantry. He was 
elected commander of Roy V. Krnard 
post. No. 10, of El Dorado in 1922. 
He was impressed with the ideals 
of the Legion and its worthy objec- 
tives, particularly the program to 
aid disabled veterans, and worked 
untiringly for the Legion cause.

His consistent record 
or! Legion service made him the un- 
animous choice for national comman- 
der at. tho Louisville national, con- 
vention. 


Born in Texas 


Born at Goldwaite, Texas, the 


present Legion commander faced ser- 
ious financial obstacles in obtaining 
an education. He earned Ms own 
way thru school, but between tend- 
ing furnaces, mowing lawns and do- 
ing other odd jobs to pay for his col- 
lege training, he found time to take 
a vigorous part in campus activities, 
Ho was a recognized loa'der of his 


classmates, a college orator, played 
football and was an organizer and 
director of various student activities. 
Ho was graduated with high honors 
from both Howard Payne college of 
Browmvood, Texas, and Baylor uni- 
versity of .Waco.

in April, 1927, found Bodonhamer 
holding o position as teacher of Eng-

Baptist college,' San Marcos, Texas. 
Bodenhamor answered his country's 
n>u\\ «r5.thoiit <;!(ilrty.

Made a Captain. 


Commissioned as a captain of in- 


fantry on August 17, 1917, Bodon- 
hamer looked forward to going over- 
seas. His ability as a teacher and 
leader of men was soon recognized, 
however, and he was ordered to re- 
main as an instructor for a second 


. 
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and a third camp. Finally he Auras or- 
dered to Camp Gordon, Georgia, to 
train for overseas, but there follow- 
ed another order which promoted him 
to a major with instructions to pro- 
ceed to the small arms training 
school at Camp Perr. Ohio. The over- 
seas objective again appeared in 
s'ght ia the fall of 1918 when he was 
ordered to Camp Travis, Texas, to 
take command of tho 3rd battalion 
of tho 19th infantry. The outfit was 
ready for service abroad when the 
armistice was signed. 


With two years of financial sacri- 


fice behind him, Bodenhamer started 
civilian life anew in much the same 
situation as did thousands of others 
who wore the uniform. He turned to 
the new oil fields of Texas, and with 
borrowed capital, engaged in highly 
profitable business enterprises. Later 
operations yrere 'not so successful, 
however, and he decided t'o give up 
the oil lease business. His quest for 
new business connections led him to 
Florida and later to El Dorado, 
where an oil boom was on and where 
be opened an office specializing in 
real estate, oil leases and oil royal- 
ties. 


Strong Ciriq Worker 


Bodonhamer went to El Dorado in 


1921 and so'on took an important part 
in the development of the town into 
one of the model cities of the south. 
Thru his initiative and executive 
ability to do worthwhile 
things, 


many community improvements were 
brot to the rapidly growing city. 
Bodenhamer organized a parks and 
playgrounds association to provide 
recreational facilities for the people. 
Ho was tho leader in bringing about 
the organization of tho community 
chest in 1926. He has boon an active 
member of the El Dorado chamber 
of commerce and was one of the or- 
ganizers and is now serving as a di- 
rector of the state chamber of com- 
merce of Arkansas.

SOUP 


Soup is doubtless one of the oldest 


standbys of food. 


In its oldest forms, of course, it 


was served as the mainstay of the 
meal. A big bowl of soup with bread, 
and perhaps some onions and cheose, 
still forms the mainstay of diet in 
many peasant homes. 


The moro modern, more sophisti- 


cated way is to use soup as some- 
thing to tempt rather than to satisfy 
the appetite at the big meal of the 
day, A bowl of thick soup is still 
often served for luncheon. But for 
dinner the soups that whet but don't 
satisfy arc tho ones chosen. 


For that reason the clever hostess 


does not servo dried bean soup for 
dinner—unless dinner is otherwise a 
rather meager meal. Nor does she 
serve a thick, rich cream soup. 


Smaller Portions 


To be sure, cream soups arc served 


occasionally as the first course at 
dinner. But they arc delicately made 
and they -ire served in small por- 
tions. A .-<mall bouillon cup not more 
than ivvo-thirds full of crcr.m mush- 
room soup is indeed a tempting din- 
ner dish—a dish that makes the appe- 
tite crave more food instead of satis- 
fying it. 


Cream celery soup, .croam chicken 


soup, cream tomato soup—never very 
thick, never served in abundance, 
cleverly flavored, served hot; these 
are all delicious soups for dinner. A 
big dish of cream celery soup with 
croutons, served with celery and 
olives, followed by a meal including 
fricassee chicken, hominy, sweet po- 
tatoes and cottage pudding would be 
impossible. But a small cup of cream 
celery soup, followed by a meal in- 
cluding roast chicken with hominy 
and green beans, and a gelatine or 
fruit dessert is quite another matter. 


Attractive Cups 


Bouillon cups for serving soups are 


most attractive nowadays. The old 
fashioned flowered cups of our moth- 
er 's — perhaps grandmother's — day 
are still attractive. But the newest 
cups go in for modern lines and 
materials. 


Some of them are of glass. Some, 


of china, are painted black. Some 
re shaped on architectural designs— 
like an upside-down terraced build- 
ing of the newer sort. 


These cups are quite correct for 


tho serving of thin soups at dinner, 
too. And even thin soups should not 
be served too generously at dinner. 
Remember that their mission in life 
at that meal is to prepare the mind 
and body for more substantial fare. 


Apple Pudding With Batter 


Peel, core, and slice three or four 


apples. Make a batter of two eggs, 
well-beaten, one tablespoon of sugar, 
two tablespoons of molted butter, one 
and one-half cups of milk, a teaspoon 
of vanilla, and two cups of flour 
sifted with two teaspoons of baking- 
powder. Beat thoroly, pour over the 
apples, steam for forty minutes, and 
serve hot with sweetened cream or 
.sauce. 


Apple Biscuit Pudding 


Twelve or fourteen apples, peeled, 


cored and .sliced; one teaspoon ox- 
tract nutmeg, one ami a half cups 
sufjar. Pack upplo.s iu deep carthen- 
waro ili.sh, add sugar, half cup water 
with extrar.t. Cover with paste made 
liki; thin biscuit dough. Pinch i-loso- 
ly to .nlgc of dish with thumb nr

COUNTY ASSESSOR GIVES FACTS 


IN METHODS OF TAXATION 


By ED HOPKINS 


(Los Angeles County Assessor) 
A series of articles entitled "Why 


Taxes Are High in Los Angeles 
County" now appearing in the, Cop- 
ley chain of newspapers, purporting 
to show '' why taxes are high in Los 
Angeles county" by inuendo, mis 
statement of facts, vague statements 
and gross assumptions seek to lay 
the bin me upon the county assessor 
and discredit his administration. 


To rapidly clarify the situation, I 


Admit that I have been the assessor 
for the past twenty-two years and 
am proud of the fact that I have 
enjoyed the confidence of the people 
during this long span of years. 


I will analyze the first four install- 


ments that have already 
appeared 


anil discuss their salient points one 
at a time. I have no quarrel with 
the outline of the duties of the asses- 
sor's office as far as they go, but for 
example, it is obviously overlooked 
that my office collects over seven 
million dollars each year on unsecur- 
ed personal property. 


It has never been pretended at any 


time that we take 41) por cent of the 
actual value for assessment purposes1, 
ft is common knowledge, and of rec- 
ord, that 50 per cent of the fair 
value is taken for assessment pur- 
poses. The state board of equaliza- 
tion officially declares it to be 49 
per cent.

Hgures, it 
would not -affect the total amount of 
taxes one iota, if the same amount 
of revenue should be demanded by 
the county, city aud school authori- 
ties. The net result would be an in- 
crease in the tax rate sufficient to 
raise t!ie necessary revenue, but no 
decrease in ta:-.es. 


In a n o t h e r paragraph of the see- 


mil article tin.1 reader is left to infer 
that all the valuable proper; y in l.us 
Angeles county is within the conlin.'s 
of tax district No. 1, the downtown 
business section of I.os Angeles, and 
that the balnm-e of the city and 
county is rural property. "Tax dis- 
trict No. 1" means nothing as far 
as territory is concerned. It includes 
all parts of Los Angeles city bearing 
one and the same tax rate. 


I have no quarrel with the writer 


as to the extraordinary increase of 
taxes. But why blame the assessor? 
The writer has already admitted that 
the levy of tax is not the duty or 
function of the assessor. 


Article Misleading 


Article No. ;! is Incorrect ami mis- 


leading in practically (-very para- 
graph. A few of the figures are cor- 
rect. However, the statement as to 
the method and purpose of raising 
assessed values to provide for more 
revenue is maliciously false in every 
particular. AVhen writing the assess- 
ment roll the assessor has no knowl- 
edge of the amount or purpose of the 
revenue that will be charged against 
it. In all my years of official life not 
a single supervisor has asked me to 
increase assessed values for any pur- 
pose. The placing of assessed values 
is the duty of the assessor alone and 
] accept the entire responsibility for 
the same. 


The writer, taking the figures that 


most suited his convenience, attempts 
to slsow that assessed values have 
increased 94 per rent in six year.-, 
leaving the (hot that land has taken 
the entire load.
